ompoc students improve readin 


Children in the first three grades are reading better 
in 1972 than their counterparts of a year ago according 
to Dr. Irwin Wapner, director of pupil personnel 
services for Lompoc Unified School District. 


State test results show an improvement in first 
grade reading from the 65 in 1971 to 72 in May of this 
year; and in the second grade from 53 in 1971 to this 
year's 56; and third grade, from 34 to 47. 


Wapner released his partial figures today in light of 
fragmentary publication elsewhere in the state 
Statewide figures were not available today 


Wapner said students in Lompoc Valley schools 
“ are reading better today and consistently better in 
each of the past seven years than the state average 
The testing program uses state-selected testing 
materials. 
Scores are indicative of performances based on a 
scale of 1 to 100 The 72 score for the first grade 
readers for example indicates there were 28 districts 
in the state where the level of reading was higher than 
the local district. 
Wapner issued a word of caution in the use of 
figures for comparison purposes

Rejection of U.S. 
Canal payment urged 


PANAMA 
CITY 
(U PI)—The 
Panam anian 
People’s 
Assembly, voting amid a chorus of shouts of “ Down with 
Yankee Im perialism ,” Monday urged rejection of the $1.9 
million the United States annually pays for using the Canal 
Zone. 
The resolution passed by the 505-member assem bly said 
Panam a is dem onstrating to the world that the Canal Zone 
“ has not been purchased or conquered or annexed or ceded 
or leased or its sovereignty transferred by the Republic of 
Panam a to the United States of A m erica.” 


The vote asked P anam a’s executive branch to turn down 
the next payment. The two nations are in the process of 
negotiating a new treaty to replace the original canal treaty 
of 1903. Panam a has said frequently it will accept nothing 
less than full sovereignty over the Canal Zone. 
The resolution, p a s s ^ by acclam ation, was one of the 
first item s of business for the new assembly and was intro­ 
duced by Hermelinda Fuentes, a Panam anian delegate who 
lives in the Canal Zone. 
The resolution said rejection of the annuity the United 
States pays would also dem onstrate that the Canal Zone 
“ has been occupied arbitrarily” by the United States. 
Visitors in the gallery during the session at Nuevo 
Panam a Gymnasium, including a large num ber of students, 
shouted “ Down With Yankee Im perialism .” The assembly 
elected Elias Ariel Castillo, a 24-year old law student, as 
assem bly president and Castillo proclaimed Brig. Gen. 
Om ar Torrijos, com m ander of the National G uard, 
“ m axim um leader” of the legislative body 
Torrijos is the ruling power in F’anam a. 
The United States originally paid Panam a $250,000 a year 
for using the Canal Zone. The paym ent was increased to 
$430,000 in 1936 and to $1.9 million in 1955. Net income from 
the canal has averaged $8.1 million a year over the past 10 
years. 
The American-controlled Canal Zone is 50 miles long and 
10 miles wide and contiguous with the canal itself. More 
than 53,000 Am ericans live in the zone. The question of 
sovereignty of the zone has long been a sore point among 
Panam anian nationalists and in 1964 m ore than 20 persons 
were killed and 350 wounded in clashes involving a dispute 
over display of the Panam anian and U.S. flags in the zone 
and over P anam a’s discontent over the sovereignty 
question.

Sometimes a Man feels it necessary to recall, in a detached m an n er«for 
greater affect), his misadventures and hard tim es to a Lady:

Of course, my first thought was to ask “ What’s a nice Girl like you doing 
in a place like this.” Soon she enlightened me. 
“ I enjoy making things run, fixing them. It’s more gratifing, like sewing 
and cooking. You see your results,” explained Vicki, a cute (The 
Redeeming Quality) 25 year old mother (Another Redeeming Quality) of 
two children. 
Vicki’s job is to act as a go-between or interpreter between the custom er 
with car woes and the mechanic, who, like cooks, are infamous for their 
relationships with the public. Customers drive in and Vicki, with a smile 
and clipboard, greets them and writes up the repair order They tell her how 
their car has been misbehaving and she diagnoses the malfunction, as if you 
have dwell troubles.’ 
A service advisor is a m an’s job because men are supposed to know about 
those things. Women are not made to comprehend the complexities of a 
wrench turning a screw, I mean bolt, or shooting a bank shot 


Vicki, however, is a mechanically inclined woman who has been on the 
job for three years now. And her only problems are with male customers. 
They don’t trust her. 


My regular custom ers know me and they know I know what I’m talking 


about, but someone (a man > new who doesn’t know me doesn’t want to talk 
to me because I'm female. 
“The women enjoy talking to me because they don’t have someone (a 
man > talking down to them ,” she said. 
Vicki doesn’t talk down to anyone, man or woman. If someone will talk 
only to a man about his car, Vicki pleasantly refers him to the service 
manager, Pete Matey. 
“ I was into the women lib thing, but I realized you can’t change people's 
minds by hassling them I just want to be a person.” 
Vicki is a person who was graduated in 1964 from Lompoc Senior High 
School, a school where they won't allow her to take auto shop (“ I have 
always been interested in m echanics.” )’ 
She got into the repair shop at Clark and Larsson’s through the back door. 
Vicki worked there as a secretary for a few months when she began taking 
appointments and doing the book work of a service advisor because of an 
experienced help shortage. 
“Then the service m anager took me in the shop and taught me the 
mechanical things. When he thought I knew enough he called me a service 
advisor,” she related 
At the same time, Vicki studied Volkswagen training films, service books 
and correspondence courses. “ I liked to work in this a re a ,” she stated “ and 
learned as much as I could.” 
Vicki was first acknowledged as a service advisor in January 1969 Since 
then she has completed special Volkswagen courses (in w arranty, public 
relations, and service advisor technical) in Los Angeles 
Even within the profession men didn't trust her. (She was the only women 
in the classes.) 
"The teachers were good, but my fellow students were testing me all the 
time It really blows my mind because I’ve been working at the job for three

If Vicki has her way about it she won t stop as just a service advisor. She 
wants to work as mechanic. 
Already, “ when we are in a bind, I do lube jobs and change oil (in 
custom er's c a rs ),’’ she noted. 
Vicki added, “ The book part I know. Its getting out there and doing that 
I’m trying to learn " She has to talk Pete into it.

He feared for his life, as 
U.S. General John Charles Frem ont 
and his troops entered California. 
The Mexican War had begun 
On January 13, 1847, Pio’s brother 
General Andres Pio surrendered to 
Frem ont at Cahuenga. Two years 
later Pio returned to California to 
become “ a loyal American and a 
successful 
businessman 
in 
Los 
Angeles.” 


Pio P ic o was the last governor of 
California under Mexican rule Al 
Pico feels Pio “ probably did the 
best he could as governor.” 
Al is related to several other 
Spanish families that owned and 
developed much of early California. 
His relatives also played a part in 
writing the California constitution 
of 1849. a constitution "advanced in 
character, liberal, and thoroughly 
dem ocratic.” 
Al’s great grandfather, Antonio, 
who served as a lieutenant in the 
Mexican War, ranched most of his 
life 
So 
did 
Al’s 
grandfather, 
Francisco (1844 1909). So did Al’s 
father, Albert (1889 - 1927). And so 
did Al, from 1940 until 1961 when he 
sold one of the last Mexican land 
grants left in California, the Casa 
Loma. 
In their prime, the Picos owned 
over a million acres of California 
land. It included 30 odd miles of 
coast and ran 75 miles inland, 
encom passing 
the 
c itie s 
of 
Oceanside to San Onorxe which 
takes in the cities of Escondido, 
Falbrook, Julia W arner Hot Springs, 
and Lake Henshaw Also, Catalina 
Island 
Through the years, all the land 
was either sold because of money 
needs or lost through misfortune.

Al 
What happened to Santa M argarita 
Ranch was that Pio Pico signed 
what he thought was a (loan) note

Al is not bitter about this today, 
nor does he shake his head when he 
recalls the story that Pio Pico lost 
Catalina Island on a horse bet 
He’s not even sure if the story is 
true 
The Casa Loma ranch, located 
five miles out of San Jacinto, was 
inherited by Al and his two aunts 
and sisters. After graduating from 
UC Davis in 1940, Al operated the 
3,661 
acre ranch for 21 years. 
Finally it was sold. Today’ Casa 
Loma is subdivided into 10 dairies 
and a mobile home park. 
Ranching was the only occupation 
in life Al desired The years he lived 
in Berkely with his aunt and uncle

Although Casa Loma and the

one part of history shall prevail. His 
four year old son Albert Francisco, 
the only direct male descendant left 
of the Pico family (besides Al). will 
carry on the Pico name. 
Soon he will have the obligation to

All his life people have asked Al 
P ico , 
113 
S o m e rse t 
P la c e , 
embarrassing auestions about his 
family. They ask “ Aren’t you proud 
of your family heritage?” 
He is. However, Al feels that his 
family is no better than anyone 
else’s family. 


“ They happened to be at the right 
place at the right tim e,” he said last 
week. 
The right place was California and 
the right time was when Mexico 
owned California. 
Pio 
Pico, 
Al’s 
great 
uncle, 
married Maria Alvarado, niece of 
the Governor Alvarado Soon after 
Pio and his two brothers, Andres 


and Jose Antonio, were granted one 
of the largest ranchos in the state, 
the Rancho Santa M argarita Las 
Flores. 


The land, which totalled 133,000 
acres, had once belonged to Mission 
San Juan Capistrano. 
While Andres remained in the 
Mexican arm y in California. Pio and 
Antonio operated their rancho Pio, 
as a wealthy man (“ They measured 
wealth in land in those days; money 
was secondary. > was politically 
ambitious unlike Antonio. 
In 1846, Pio’s ambition earned him 
the governor's title Earlier, in 1833. 
he acted as tem porary California 
governor for three months. 
His 


second term lasted longer — 10 
months. 
“ He was a controversial figure 
and has never been forgotten I have 
other ancestors who were just as 
prominent as Pio, but are less 
known now,” stated Al. 
Pio Pico, as governor, caused 
controversy for several reasons. 
While others (mostly Americans 
living and arriving in California» 
wanted California to join the United 
States, Pio felt it should be kept 
under Mexican rule. 
As part of his efforts to save 
California. Governor Pico ordered 
the 
sale 
of 
the 
missions 
(La 
Purisim a was one of them > to raise 
money for an army.

Olympic spirit flares in ­ 


changés due for Montreal 


MUNICH (U P I)—The call went 
out, in the clear cool night air of 
Bavaria, for the youth of the world 
to “ meet again in Montreal four 
years hence, in cheerfulness and 
concord” 
for 
the 
1976 
Olympic 
Games. 
The moment was more poignant 
than ever before, because the 85,000 
people in the Olympic Stadium here 
were all too well aware that the 1972 
Olympics being formally closed will 
go down in history as the one in 
which gunfire destroyed “concord.” 
And there had to be a question 
about what four years from now will 
bring in Montreal when once again 
the athletic youth of the world tries 
to m eet for 15 peaceful days of 
competition in sport and game 
The 
Montreal 
organizers, 
who 
have 
not 
com pleted 
their 
final 
preparations 
for 
the 
physical 
facilities 
or 
the 
program, 
have 
promised to “ return the games to 
the athletes, 
an indication that the 
76 gam es will be on a considerably 
less 
lavish 
scale 
than 
the $620 
million enterprise staged by West 
Germany here. 


In addition, there is an important 
congress 
of 
the 
International 
Olympic Committee scheduled in 
Varna, Bulgaria, in August 1973 at 
which many changes in the program 
will be proposed, among them the 
elimination of all team sports. 
And, too. the Olympic movement 
now is coming out of the “ Brundage 
era,” which ended offic*ally Sept 30 
when Avery Brundage, the 84-year- 
old Chicago m illionaire who has 
been president of the IOC for the 
past 20 years, steps into retirement 
and is replaced by Lord Michael 
Kallamn, a bluff, hearty Irishman 
with 
ideas 
different 
in 
many 
respects from Brundage. 


So the shape of things to com e in 
the Olympics is not clear today as 
the 12,000 athletes and officials who 
cam e here for the gam es, or at least 
the thousands still here on closing 
day, scattered to their homes in all 
parts of the world. 
But if two notes cam e through 
clear and loud in the 55-minute-long 
closing cerem ony Monday night in 
Olympic 
Stadium 
it 
was 
the 
determination of Olympic officials 
that their movement shall not die as 
a result of the violence here, and the 
e x u b e r a n c e 
of 
th e 
y o u th s 
assembled 
This was supposed to be a toned- 
down 
closing 
cerem ony, 
out 
of 
deference to the memory of the 11 
Israeli team m em bers who cam e 
here in pecce and died on Sept. 5 
when Arab guerrillas invaded the 
Olympic Village. 
But when the tim e cam e to leave 
the stadium and the band played its 
liveliest tune of the night the natural 


spirits of these young people broke 
forth 


Going out, they flung their arms 
about each other, the athletes from 
some 120 nations, and loped around 
the track. As the large electric

stadium 
flashed 
the 
five-ringed 
Olympic emblem and the words 
Montreal 
1976” , 
groups of the 
athletes began waving at the crowd 
The mood of excitem ent grew 


Then groups of athletes broke

If the Olympic spirit is to clim b

Here I am on the last train I II ride from Oberammergau 
to Munich The last one perhaps in my lifetim e, but then I 
may return to this part of Bavaria som e tim e in the future. 
The German trains are efficient for travel, but the two 
hour grind to and from Munich has got to me the last couple 
of days. The Hauptbahnhof (m am train depot i in Munich 
has over 1000 trains coming and going daily loaded with 
people from alm ost every country. A million faces going a 
thousand places. 
As the last leg of this odyssey begins it is 11 p.m. Sunday 
in Lompoc, 7 a m in Germany We will land at Los Angeles 
around 8 p m Monday It's going to be a long day, a day for 
reflections on the events of the past three w eeks and how 
they will affect my future. 
This morning w as hectic 
Up at 5:30, finish packing 
(Somehow I managed to have m ore room in my suitcase 
com ing back than I did when leaving Probably because I 
discarded som e item s as I used them and I purchased a 
flight bag to bring back my accum ulation of souvenirs), 
shaving, showering, grabbing a quick breakfast (the last 
hard roll I hope to see for a long tim e), and saying goodbye 
to those who were up at the hotel. We just made the 7 
o ’clock train to Mumcn where we transferred to a bus to the 
airport and our plane home Let me regress now to the 
events of yesterday. 
Sunday, our last day at the Olym pics, dawned bright and 
warm th e event for the day was boxing beginning at 1 p.m. 
We took the 11 o ’clock tram which meant we reached the 
Boxing Hall a half hour late, but just in tim e to see the first 
of three Am ericans fight. He was Dem ent, who defeated 
Bobby Lee Hunter in our Olympic trials, and he lost a 
unanimous decision. 
The second U.S. boxer was Jam es Buscem e who lost a 
disputed decision that was extrem ely unpopular with the 
crowd I thought he had won handily The third fighter is 
our main hope for a gold medai. Duane Bobuk the 
heavyweight He easily beat the Russian and looks like a 
good bet to live up to expectations if he can get by the 
Cuban who won with a quick knockout over an inferior 
opponent. 
There is a lot of controversy and scandal surrounding the 
Olympic boxing m atches I have viewed between 50 to 60 
fights the past four days and believe I can shed som e light 
on this subject. The dism issal of som e judges and referees 
because of their roles in som e of the more controversial 
decisions is not going to solve the problem 


The main problem is purely and sim ply politics which 
have no place in the Olympic gam es, but continue to rear 
their ugly head to the detrim ent of the athletes The politics 
of which I speak are those that exist between the free world 
and the com m unist bloc countries. An exam ple of this 
would be if a boxer from Poland were to fight a M exican 
and three of the judges were from com m unist bloc 
countries, such as Hungary, Egypt and Cuba, the Polish 
fighter would have a big edge especially if the fight were 
close. 
This is sad com m entary on an event that purports to 
promote brotherhood and peace among the nations of the 
world The International Olympic Com m ittee must find 
som e method to expunge the curse of politics from the 
gam es or their very existence shall becom e a total joke to 
the participants and spectators alike 
We saw Howard Cosell, supermouth of ABC television, 
doing the boxing telecasts and he had bags under his eyes as 
big as burlap sacks. He finally put on som e sunglasses, but 
he kept dozing off while waiting for the American bouts. I 
would have to say that he hadn't slept for several days. 
As we filed out of the Boxing Hall and left Olympic Park 
headed for the subway for the last tim e, it was with a happy 
sadness We wanted to stay longer and see more, but knew 
we couldn t. I guess it w as at this moment when I decided I 
had to go to Montreal for the 1976 Olympic G am es. As 
fouled up as we got and as disorganized as som e of the 
aspects of the gam es were, they are still a m agnificent 
spectacle to the human mind 
I probably shouldn’t be reporting this, but I guess it 
com es under the heading of “ Fatal M istakes One Can Make 
in a Foreign Country when You’re Unfam iliar with the 
Language 
It happened in Judenburg, Austria where we 
had lunch one day before arriving at the Olympics. 


After lunch 1 had need of the m en’s room and went out 
into the hall where the restroom s were located. There w ere 
two doors, one marked with the letter H and the other 
with a D , and no signs depicting the figure of a man or a 
woman as these rooms have in all the other places we 
visited. I decided to wait until I either saw som eone com e 
out or go into one of the rooms and by what sex they were, 
use the sam e or opposite door. It was only a few seconds 
until this little old lady cam e along and went through the 
door marked H 
1 promptly charged through the door of 
the room marked D ’. How was I to know that the little old 
lady was a janitor type who looked after both restroom s 
(not unusual in Europe)? 1 just hope that the two ladies I 
met in the room marked *D‘ forgave me. 
All for now.
